National wealth U to be gauged by 
prodootion rather than by coneumption. 
Impcrts may bo taken as indicative of 
a country's capacity; bat . they may, 
at the Bamotim6,be^9mblemalio ot its 
poverty. Excess of imports over exports 
implies a procesS'lof depletioBfr^Theim- 
porta of British ColnmWd'baTe; over been 
alarmingly disproportioned to its ex- 
ports ; and, worst-of all, these imports 
exhibit SQcli a large proportion of what 
should be produced in the oouitry as 
ntterly to forbid the ideft ' of-heaUhy 
prosperity. H follows that one of the 
very first objoots of legislation should 
be to encourage and promote produc- 
tion. There are various olassoB of pro- 
duction in this colony, amongst the 
chief of which may bo mcotioned ugn. 
cultural, roinerul, forest and murine. 
On the eastern side of Iho tascade 
Eauge ftgricultural development has 
long sioco overtaken demaud. How 
Ikr it has fallen short of the demand on 
tbia side is too plainly exhibited by im- 
port returns. It was Bcarcoly to bo ex- 
pected, however, that ognculturai pro- 
du'^iions would thus early make them 
selves visible in tbe exports of the 
colony. It would have been highly 
gratifying to find them equal to the 
demands of the country. But the f,.oi 
that we are sending nearly hail a mil- 
lion a year out of the colony in payment 
of.upplieB which .boold be produeed 
from our own soil and ample grass- 
ranges is scarcely creditable or indicative 
oi bealihy progress.
